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Didsbury grad wins lottery 

$250,000 win a life-long dream come true

Winning the lottery is nothing more than a pipe 
dream for most jx'ople, but for 18-year-old Mitch 
McCargar, it’s a dream come true. 

The Didsbury High grad always said he would 
win the lottery some day, and nobody believed 
him. 

But now he’s a quarter of a million dollars rich¬ 
er, proving his claim wasn’t as crazy as it sound¬ 
ed. 

“I want to give a shout out to all the people who 
doubted me when I told them in school that I 
would win the lottery," he said. 

“I was the worst for it; I said it all the time and 
now it’s true." 

But even McCargar didn’t believe his own luck 
when he first found out he’d won. 

He had it scanned at a grocery store and at first 
thought he'd won $10, until the woman at the 
counter said “Oh my God, this is a lot of money” 
and showed him the printout. 


“I just thought someone was playing a big prac¬ 
tical joke on me, and I didn’t really believe it until 
1 went bark to my place and calk'd the numlx'r on 
the back and they verified it for me.” 

When he phoned his mom, Kelly, she thought it 
was a joke too. 

“I went, ‘Oh yeah, right, same old song,’ and 
asked him ‘what’s really wrong, did you lose your 
job or something?’”she said. 

“I always used to joke with him, like ‘don’t quit 
your day job while you’re waiting to win. What’s

McCargar’s first big purchase was a brand new 
Mazda 3 GT car. 

He plans to invest the bulk of the money, with 
some advice from las dad, and he’s still deciding 
whether to travel to Australia or start school in 
the fall. 

His mom said $250,000 was just the right 
amount of money to give him a nice head start 
and not so much that he can just sit back and do 
nothing. 

“He has to still have a normal life, you know?" 


she said. 

“He’s still got to go to school and have a career, 
but it’s just less stressful.” 

McCargar said when he does go to school he’ll 
study environmental consulting and GIS survey¬ 
ing 

For now he’ll return to Lake Louise—in his new 
car— to work for the summer and have some fun. 

But it could take awhile to get used to his new 
bank balance. 

“He seems pretty together about it, I think, but 
he hasn’t really been able to play with it yet,” said 
Kelly, who’s still getting list'd to it herself. 

When they went up to Edmonton to collect the 
cheque, McCargar went into a store to buy a 
water and his mom asked if he needed money. 

“It felt so silly to ask the question, but he didn’t 
actually have the money yet,” she said. 

“I was like, ‘I know you do, but do you have any 
on you?’" 

She gave him $5 for the water, but looking at 
the framed ticket on the wall, she’s pretty sun' 
he’ll be able to pay her back.

Didsbury’s Jack 

Sheridan accepted a plea 
deal in Florida court last 
week, putting to bed 
charges stretching back 
nearly four decades. 

The 69-year-old 

Didsbury hotel owner 
turned himself in to US 
authorities Thursday, and 
spent a night in jail before 
pleading no contest before 
a judge. 

He was fined $5,000, 
plus court costs, and 
released. 

The judge gave him 
credit for three days 
already served in jail. 

Sheridan is expected to 
return to Alberta to put 
the past behind him. 

“I’m feeling very, very 
good it’s all over,” 
Sheridan told a Calgary 
paper. 

Following his arrest last 
year in Didsbury, Sheridan 
said he would not return 
to the US to answer a war¬ 
rant. 

“I’m not going back to 
Florida and nothing has 
been said about that,” he 
said at the time. 

But this year he said he 
felt ready and called it 
“the right thing to do." 

Sheridan was reportedly 
intoxicated when his 
Oldsmobile slammed into 
a Greyhound bus near 
Vero Beach on Feb. 10, 
1968, killing his passenger 
Walter M. Jones. 

Sheridan described 
Jones, a co-worker, as a 
“good man” and “hard 
worker", and apologized 
to the man’s family before 
the court. 

Back in July, Sheridan 
told the Review he expect¬ 
ed a plea deal in the case, 
but couldn’t provide any 
details at the time. 

He said only that “the 
outcome will be in my 
favour." 

He could not be reached 
for further comment 
Friday.

“That’s one of the rea-

Wigg agreed that the 
development would be an 
appropriate addition to the 
new high school.

“The commercial uses 
are not seen as perhaps 
having as high an impact 
on the residential areas to 
the east,” he added. 

An outline plan has been 
done up, but a few changes 
may still be made. 

Peters said if this devel¬ 
opment is a success, he’d 
like to see it keep going in 
that direction.

Prairie of the past 


peonies that seem to have bloomed this year. There are 
two, quite new, and very small spruce trees, Dwarf Alberta 
1 think, and I don’t give them much chance for survival but 
1 hope I’m wrong. 

Dennis’ grave is a bit north of the west gate and there is 
nothing there but dry grass and some very short golden- 
rod. Two years ago my sisters and I dropjxxl forget-me-not 
seeds then* but they didn’t catch. This year 1 sprinkled a 
bag of pott ing soil first and then stepped in some seeds in 
the hope that they might find a place to root. 

The drive to Chinook was lovely this year because there 
has Ix'en enough rain to make the countryside green and 
lush. Pastures are good and cattle are sleek and content¬ 
ed. There is even the odd waterhole teeming with water- 
fowl. It took us about two hours to get to Hanna and then 
it’s less than an hour to Chiiuxik. The roads were gtxxi, it 
was a lovely, sunny day and the car is air conditioixxl. My 
Dad rode horseback from Ponoka to Chinook several 
times. I have no idea how long it took, how many miles he 
travelled each day or how he ate and slept along the way. 
I wish I’d had the sense to ask him. 

My Aunt Phebe drove a team and wagon from Ponoka 
to Chin<x>k; she had two babies with her and Uxl a couple 
of cows behind the wagon. I don’t know how long that 
took either. 

Roads in those days would have been just tracks 
through the endless prairie, broken occasionally by a river 
or creek to ford and I suppose mud holes if it rained. I 
guess the cows provided milk for the children but what 
else did they eat? Did she have a cook stove and make bis¬ 
cuits? 

Open a can of beans? Shoot rabbits? 

She would have had to cnxss the badlands somewhere 
and ford the Red IXx'r River. How could she possibly have 
done that, and can you imagine her feelings as she came 
in sight of that mind-boggling descent into the valley and 
the equally horrifying climb back up! 

There an 1 a lot of emotions involved in our trips to 
Chinook. Not the least of which is gratitude.

Nearly every summer some of us take a day to drive east 
to “The Prairie." 

Prairie, as far as I’m concerned means Chinook, 
because that’s where my Mom and Dad lived for the first 
ten years of their marriage, and for ever after they referred 
to it as “when we lived on die prairie.” 

Their first four children wen* bom there: M;ujie, Allan, 
Ronny and Dennis, and Dennis died there when he was 
just a few days old. A crib death I suppose, he was a love¬ 
ly, healthy baby who just stopped breathing and Mom 
mounted him for the rest of her life. Dennis is buried in 
the Chinook Cemetery and because it was during the 
Depression and they had exjx'rienced a whole long series 
of crop failures, drought, hail and grasshoppers, there was 
no money for a tombstone. Mom mourned that too, so 
several years ago I contacted the funeral director at Oyen, 
he checked records at Youngstown and Cereal and we 
found Dennis’ little plot and had a stone installed. Now we 
go out there once in a while and spend a few minutes 
thinking about a little l>oy who was lx>m and died Ix'fore 
I existed. 

The Cemetery at Chinook is a pretty bleak and desolate 
place. It’s on a bit of a hill and it’s bone dry, dusty and 
pockmarked with gopher holes. 

There are gates on the West and South sides, and an iron 
cut-out of a praying child marks each gat*'. There art 1 not 
many stones and most of them are from the early part of 
the century but a few an 1 as recent as 2002, 2003. We saw 
at least one with an engraved name but blank date, wait¬ 
ing for a wife to join her husband 1 suppose, although she 
may well have moved away and been buried somewhere 
else, in which case the blank date will lx- there forever! I 
recognize several of the names from hearing Mom and 
Dad mention friends ;utd neighbours, I even know how a 
couple of them died. There are a few shrubs, potent ilia 
and lilac, and most surprising, two quite healthy looking

As Didsbury expands, 
town council is looking to 
refit its social infrastruc¬ 
ture to meet the demand. 

A Neighbourhood Place- 
type venture that could put 
a number of services under 
the same roof is in the 
works. 

It would see programs 
like FCSS, Partners in 
Crime Prevention, Big 
Brothers and Sisters and 
the newly developed 
ParentLink under the same 
roof. 

The idea is to provide 


Didsbury residents with 
one-stop service shopping 
that could eventually 
expand county wide. 

Town CAO Roy Brown 
said there has been discus¬ 
sion regarding regionaliza¬ 
tion of FCSS in the county 
and he thinks a central 
location like this could give 
the town an advantage. 

“In the long term it may 
be very, very beneficial,” he 
said. 

“If we go regionally, and I 
think we will be going 
regionally, what I like 
about this idea is that 
Didsbury then becomes a 
focus and that brings peo¬ 


ple from Carstairs, Olds, 
Cremona to Didsbury as 
opposed to the reverse 
direction.” 

The upstairs of the train 
station was originally con¬ 
sidered as a location, but 
council felt it was not the 
best option in terms of 
accessibility. 

An 1,800 sq.ft space 
recently opened up in the 
17th Ave. mall and council¬ 
lor Gail Veno called the 
space a “much better 


option." 

Rent would be shared by 
each group utilizing the 
space. 

And with more FCSS 
funding expected in the 
future, council sees it as an 
exciting opportunity. 

“I just know that we’ve 
been looking for a really 
long time to have a neigh¬ 
bourhood place,” said 
Veno. 

Didsbury is growing at a 
much faster pace than the 


Town anticipated, and it 
wants to offer current and 
new residents with more 
efficient services by mak¬ 
ing them more accessible. 

The improved social 
infrastructure goes hand- 
in-hand with recent 
changes in physical struc¬ 
ture and is an important 
key in attracting and retain¬ 
ing residents, according to 
the Town.

Didsbury women take on 
challenging West Coast Trail

British Columbia’s West Coast Trail is 
known as one of the most dangerous 
hikes in the world, but two Didsbury 
women took it on anyway and proved 
age Isn’t a factor—at least for them. 

Gloria Sinclair, 05, and Cheryl Dahl, 
52, decided it was now or never and 
packed their bags for the beautiful, but 
gruelling eight-day trek. 

“It’s something I’d heard about for 
years and it’s something I’ve always 
wanted to try,” said Dahl. 

“And I just thought if I didn’t do it 
now, I’d never get it done.” 

Five minutes into the hike, they faced 
their first challenge. 

A one in 100-year storm had wiped 
out part of the trail, forcing the women 
to climb a 70-rung ladder with 35-lb 
packs strapped to their backs. 

And that ladder was just the first of 
many to come. 

“I looked at that ladder and I thought, 
‘Oh my God!’ said Dahl. 

“You’re so not ready for that” 

The trail produced a steady stream of 


obstacles, including ladders, boulders, 
logs and mud. 

They had to battle wet feet and some 
blisters, but they handled it all like pros, 
surprising their group members and 
even themselves. 

“We didn't hold them up by any 
means,” said Sinclair. 

“We worked hard at that and it was 
tough, boy, but we did it.” 

It helped that they prepared for the 
trek by practicing hiking in the moun- 
tians with heavy packs before taking 
the Wi*st Coast plunge. 

Despite their strong showing, the 
women were admittedly exhausted 
every night. 

But they never thought of quitting 
once. 

“It never crossed our minds,” said 
Dahl. 

“When we started we were into it.” 

But many a hiker has called it quits 
before finishing the tough trail. 

“A lot of people quit halfway through 
it because they just find it such a chal¬ 
lenge,” said Sinclair. 

But the trail offenxl more than just 
challenges. 


Hiking in the rainforest and along the 
Pacific Ocean, they got to see a pod of 
whall's feeding on a kelp Ixsl, starfish 
every colour of the rainbow, and 
“eagles gallore”. 

“It was so beautiful," said Dahl. 

Sinclair agreinl. 

“It was pretty cool, not being list'd to 
that stuff, really neat.” 

At the end of the eight days, they 
were treated to a night at a lied and 
breakfast where they finally got a 
chance to relax. 

“It was heavenly,” said Dahl. 

Showering was first on their agenda. 

“I showered, then I bathed, then I 
showered again," said Sinclair. 

“It was so nice.” 

Chairs with backs was the other high¬ 
light after days of only logs and ground 
to sit on. 

“The small things in life really start to 
feel pretty good,” said Dahl. 

One of their guides said most people 
only attempt the trail once and Dahl 
and Sinclair both agreed once was 
enough. 

But it was an experience of a life¬ 
time, worth every minute.

For the past three years Westglen Middle 
School has participated in a provincially 
funded AISI (Alberta Initiative for School 
Improvement) project. 

This program proposed to improve stu¬ 
dent reading comprehension in the con¬ 
tent areas. Westglen teachers realized that 
their students had learned to read but now 
they needed to leant how to read to learn. 

Teachers focussed on teaching specific 
reading strategies to enhance student 
learning in all subjects including math, sci¬ 
ence, language arts, and social studies. 
Music, UTS and second language program 
teachers were also part of all professional 
development opportunities and used the 
siutte strategies with their students. 

Through a series of workshops, team 
planning and teaching-unit development, 
teachers teamed and implemented helpful 
residing strategies. 

Westglen also provided about 15 min¬ 
utes at the beginning of each day for 


Sustained Silent Reading. Here students 
were given time to read their own choice 
of material. Teachers felt the increased 
exposure to simply reading along with the 
direct teaching of useful reading strate¬ 
gies improved students attitudes toward 
reading for leisure as well as for informa¬ 
tion. 

In answer to the question “Do you like 
reading?" our Spring 2(K)6 student results 
show percentage improvements of more 
than 10 per cent in grades 6 and 8 and 
more than 5 per cent in grades 5 and 7 
over results from Spring 2005. 

In June 2006. students were tested 
using the Canadian Test of Basic Skills 
(UTBS) Vocabulary and Reading 
Comprehension components. Westglen 
student percentile rankings indicate that 
the school as a whole has achieved above 
average results in both vocabulary and 
comprehension. Well done students and 
staff!
